The following is a concise statement of relevance for Japanese Publication No. 
3048534. 



Object: To make it possible to have accessory parts such as camera and 
microphone mounted on the device, and particularly, the mount portion provided in the 
bottom portion is formed capable of being detachably fit into and engaged with the recess 
made in the peripheral portion of the liquid crystal display panel. Thus, the detachment 
and replacement of parts are facilitated. 

Means for Achieving Object: An accessory part mount device in a liquid crystal 
display apparatus of a notebook type computer 10 having a structure in which an 
accessory part 20 is fit into a hole-shaped recess 1 1 made in an appropriate position of the 
periphery of the upper cover 1 1 equipped with the liquid crystal display device, wherein 
the accessory part 20 has a mount tool 21 having an electric plug 211, and the mount tool 
21 and the accessory part 20 are coupled by means of a pivot. As te mount tool is 
inserted into the recess, the electric plug 21 1 of the mount tool is fit into a socket 
connected to a predetermined wire, provided in the bottom portion of the recess. 

Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner consider the listed documents 
and indicate that they were considered by making appropriate notations on the attached 
form.
